In the List 'lays of January, 1872, 
there arrive*! in Munich an American Inly of 
about twenty-eight or thirty, of very pre|H>.*- 
seAsing a(>(N*aranc*\ elegant lnannen*, ut.ti 
richly dressed. She recUtan-d ber name at 
the Oberiiolliliger Hotel, where she stopped, 
as Mrs. Fanny Jordan, from Cincinnati, Ohio, 
U. S. 
Mrs. Jonlan wha accompanied by a 
femme 'Ie t hnmbrt, had plenty of baggage 
w ith her, and, to all antennule®*, was in <•«*> 
circumstances. 
She had letters of introduc­ 
tion to th*; Consul of the I luted Plates, and 
bad Uttlo dirticuTty in gaining access to the 
I test circled of society. Even lier wish to Ik* 
presented at court was gratified, and she was 
introduced to the Queen Dowager at a soiree 
given at the palace. 
It apl tears that Mrs. 
Jordan conceived some time after ber presen­ 
tation ut court, the blea of entrapping th* 
young King, who rare!) ap|*eured in his capital 
bat awat of Hie lime led the lif’* of a hermit 
ut

henschwangen. 
In the course of her conve 
Ration with aristocratic acquaintances, she 
hoard a great deal utiout the eccentricities of 
the young monarch; of his love of music and 
of the stage, of his warm, ojien heart; Ids un 
b mimed liberality toward those to whom he 
had liecomo attached; and lastly, of ilia teem 
ingly invincible repugnance to enter iuto the 
holy state of matrimony. 
Mrs. Jordan r**aolved to see the King, an 
on the 12th of February set out for the village 
of Bergen, near Hohenschuangeu, and eu 
gaged two room* at the Golden Dear Hotel 
She wa* not long in ascertaining the pluce* 
where Die King, who is fond of walking out 
alone for hours in the neighborhood of his 
country seat, might Ik* met; and on the first 
fine day Mrs. Jordan walked out with her 
femme tie chambre In order to meet him, aud 
if (tOdsible. to muke his acquaintance. On 
tbut day she was unsuccessful, hut two day 
afterward she bad better luck. 
About 2

man, dressed in a suit of iron-gray, his head 
covered with a broad-brimmed, low-crowned 
hat, and jauntily carrying a smull riding-whip 
in bis hand, approaching by a by-path leading 
to the highway.

among the finest in Euro|>e. On the follow ­ 
ing afternoon she called on the King. He 
kindly encoded her through the palace, showed 
her the fine picture gallery, the theatre, the 
conservatory, with the superb tropical plants, 
and the fountains In the Gardens. 
Her well 
calculated efforts to make an impression upon 
him, her skill as a conversationalist, her re­ 
fined manners, ber lively temperament, and 
her lady-like reserve did not remain without 
eflect upon the King. 
When Mrs. Jordan 
finally bade him adieu he asked her to visit 
him again, and even promised to return her 
call 
He was as good as his word, and next 
day be paid her a visit at the Golden Bear. 
The King had often been there, and so his In­ 
terview with Mrs. Jordan, which took place in 
the parlor of tile landlady, excited but little 
attention.

Ills attendants noticed that he In* 
came thoughtful and melancholy; but, know­ 
ing that remonstrances would In* of no avail 
did nothing to Interfere willi his intimacy with 
the American lady. Mrs. Jordan soon received 
substantial marks of the royal favor. Being a 
very good horsewoman, uh# was presented 
with a very line white mare by the King, 
Other valuable gi^s followed In quick succes­ 
sion. 
A valuable diamond bracelet, a minia­ 
ture (Hirtrait of the King, framed in solid gold 
arid set with emeralds, and other presents ot 
value were pressed by her royal lover. Finally 
! she managed to obtain loans of quite large 
sums of money from him. 
Everything went 
on swimmingly, and Mrs. Jordan was in a fair 
way of becoming to I/mis the Second what 
Lola Monte/, hail been to his grandfather. 
King Louis the First, w hen an untoward event 
put an end to the whole intimacy, and com 
I lolled the American adventuress to leave the 
field of ber alterations precipitately. 
I’rince Lll|x>td, the King's uncle, heard of 
his royal nephew's liaison, and determine*! at 
once to break it up. For tine pur|>oso he en­ 
gaged the services of two Munich detectives, 
who in the first place tried to discover who 
she really was. 
On application at tim otllco 
of the United States Consul they wert; shown 
the letters tit introduction which sh# had pre­ 
sented to that functionary, and which wen* 
from reputable |ieople in Cincinnati and New 
York. 
At the Ot>er| tolling Hotel, where she 
had stop|H*d for nearly a month, nothing could 
Ik; said against her.

And if matters were 
projierly investigated more would Is* foil ti* I 
afflicted with tills horrible disease iii our city. 
I don't write to create any alarm, lint I do 
think that more* precaution should lie taken 
to prevent the spread and fatality of this con 
tagion. 
They in the Pest House complain­ 
ant! I know with reoson—that they have not 
been profierly treat**d. 
Tea, arni coffee, with­ 
out new milk, ham, and bread have Isvn, 
generally speaking, the only 
nourishment 
these invalids have heretofore received 
They 
complain ulso, of the fewness of their Doctor'* 
visits. 
James Mack entered the |M*st house on May 
17tb. 
It sc ens he has got rid of the small­ 
pox, hut for want of medicine to put if) the 
blood, he is now still confined to his b***l by a 
more unliearable disease than the small-pox 
he is covered over with painful Isiils 
Jake 
Newman is the one mentioned in your issue of 
yesterday, lie has tin* confluent small-poz, but 
complains that his treatment is such that he 
cannot live. 
He wishes to have some fresh 
milk in his tea, lie (iesires some tart drink 
such as lemonade, Ac., but until yesterday 
none of these luxuries have lieon grunted him. 
Whenever he eat it was a crust of bread and 
cold water. 
The hospital too is kept in an un­ 
clean condition; no one to wash tint the bed­ 
clothes in which the person died, except an 
old man. 
And, Mr. Editor, I think that such 
bed-ciothet should not tie washed at all, but 
buried in the ground or burned. 
This old 
washerman, nurse, cook aud general house- 
k**e|sir, complains too that he has (teen em­ 
ployed since the 17th of May last, and as yet 
received not one cent for his enviable situa­ 
tion arni labors. 
They whose friends or chil­ 
dren are stricken down with this foul di-ease 
throughout the city complain that sufficient 
medical ahi cannot be obtained—(UMM WtUTi 
a doctor does not wish to lose Ids practice by 
having it known that he attends cases of this 
loathsome ami contagious pestilence. The dis­ 
ease is spreading fast. 
Can nothing be done 
to procure sufficient nodical attendance in 
private homes, and to secure life mid restora­ 
tion to health to those who are consigned to 
the pest house ?
